Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Dennis Bennett on June 3, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 3. A method of treating diabetes and/or microvascular diabetic complications 
comprising administering 100 to 1800 nmol of C-peptide, or a C-peptide fragment 
having the ability to stimulate Na+K+ATPase activity, to a patient once daily, wherein 
said once daily administration does not include a continuous administration or the 
presence of release rate-controlling agents, and wherein said administration is 
subcutaneous. 

Claim 1 1 . The method according to claim 3, wherein said C-peptide fragment is 
EGSLQ (SEQ ID NO: 2). 

3. Claims 3, 1 0-1 2 and 1 4-1 6 are allowable.
